and Public Credit; Oscar Jimenez de Leon, Secretary General of the Par tide 
Rencr/acion Hacional (iTttf), and vice president of the Guatemalan Confess; 
and Hicolas Broil, Secretary General • of the Partido Xntegridad Nacional (pn), 
and Minister of Agriculture., Also present were the secretaries of Foreign 
Relations, Sconcaay and Labor, the Interior, and of Public Education, 


Francisco Pernamez Fonsea, a deputy in the Guatemalan Congress, road the 
joint statement of the four parties, which began by saying that they were not 
Canunists, or anti- Ca th ol ie , and that they had been branded as Ccrsnunxsta 
by reactionaries « The constitution of Guatemala guaranteed unrestricted 
freedom of religion, Feniandez continued, and that right the united demo-

Humberto Gonzales Juarez, member of the 
Political Commission of the party, who spoke for Major Carlos Pas fesada,# 
the chief of the Office of Propaganda and Publicity of the Presidency, both 
expressed great satisfaction over the formation of the Aliansa de Par tides 
Democrat icos, and agreed that it not only guaranteed the internal security of 
iho country but also guaranteed support for Colonel Arbens and any foreign 
agreements his government might have nade or had now under consideration.
